© Of a moſt Horrid Conſpiracy and Running 
away with theSH IP 


ADVENTURE,” 


Having on Board Forty Thouſand Pieces of Eight , and other Goods 
to a great Value, 


Together with the Cruel and Barbarous leaving and turning aſhore upon the Ifland 
Naias, in the Eaſt-Indies, the Captain, and three Merchants which were Paſſen- 
gers, and Sixteen honeſt and able Seamen, Eight whereof milerably periſhed by 
Hunger and Hardſhip, and but Four of the Remainder yet come to England. 


Together with ſome ſhort Account of what paſſed at the Trial and Condemnation 
of thoſe who Committed that Fatt. 


Va; gnyend in the Month of. dugu/ fell in with the Coaſt of Sumatre,went to Padang to get 


on their backs, or any proſpe&ef returning to th;jr Native Country, or indeed of to much as

#. Soon atter che Ship was underSail, they eurn'@,,! Yan! away, and in her five M:n, viz. 
, F Mr. Dru Hacker, Rex Ke on; George Reyner, Fong 1 14zley, and Franciſco an Indian, being fuch 
_— > goc joyry With'them in their Villainous Netign, not giving them one Biskee Cake, 
Me" Suſtenance, but refuſed co let them ga to iL':ir own Cheits co put on a Coat, Hat, or 
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£3 Shoes, 
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Shoes, inſomuch that three were turned aſhoar without Coats or Hats,and two without Shoes; 
and being forced to travel over ſharp Rocks, they, with others whoſe Shoes ſoon wore our, 
had their Feet torn and mangled, and bled in fuch a miſerable manner , that they deſired to 
6. down and dye there, rather then to have gone on, if the Captain had not over perſwa- 
ed them. 

The number lefe. in this depiorab'e hate were 16 of their fellow Seamen, wichthe Comman- 
der and three Merchants, who, beſides che extream danger of periſhing there, were rotftd of 
what they had aboard, fruſtrated of the fruits of hole Vere: and their poor Wives and 
Children left to ſtaive at home. Eight have ſinc2 periſhed by hunger and tardihips, who, if 
they were preſent, would more livelily ſet out the horrid Cruelty of <ofe unmercifel Men 
Who run away with the Ship, and left them in that miſerabieand wretched ConGirion, 

This diſtreſſed Company bzing thus I1:fe, without any thing to eat, did remain fo from S#- 
turday morning the 17:6 of September (ill Thurſday evening the 22th. _ 

But tho' the Barbarity of cheir fellow Seamen left them in ſuch unfpeakablediſtreſs, yet it 
pleaſed God wonderfully t@bring abour Means for tte Prefiervatian{ot a ſew &t them to be 
Wirneſfes of fo horrid a Viſtany; for there happened to come two Boats to the laid Iſland, which 
theCaptain did hire with the Promiſe of 5co Pieces of Eight to purſue bis Ship, and was on 
MimAay the 19th within 4 or 5 Miles of ter,but by a ſudden Storm was forced' alhoar and borh 
' thole Boa's ſtaved to pieces, only himſelf with 5 Mezn in the Yaul eſcaped that Ship-wrack. 
But it piealed God none of them I-{t their Lives, bur all came by L:nd to a Creek or Cove, 
whicher the Captain with much toil and Gifficulty got in the Yaul; the Number was now 
by theſe Archeemirs encreaſed to 42 Men, and no Boat or Veſſel bue the Yaul, which could 
not carry in rhe Sea above Eight or Ten, The Archeeners feem'd moſt afraid of the Natives, 
begging the Caprain to ſtand by chem, or elle the Native*would either kill or, make Slaves of 
him and tem z tor they ſaid there was a Boat of Archeen which came there the Year before, 
the Men of which the Natives had knockr on the head, and halled the Boat up above High- 
water mark ; this Beat was ſurvey'd and found much rent with the Sun, bus thac the Aelayers 
undertook to ſtep, and Cid ſo, with Mols, Bark, &c. whilſt the Captain tock care to ger the 
Sail and ſome other things of one of the wrack'd Boats, and did Launch her that day, (tho? 
whilſt they were about it they were attack'd by 200 of the Natives, all arm'd with Swords, 
Targets, and Laynces, who made a fierce onſet, but by firing Twelve or Fourteemſhoe 
were put to flight) and with her andthe Yaul got off to fmall Iffands call'd Marvos, Where 
they got ſome Coker Nuts, and from a Boat they met. at thofe Iſlands got ſome Nice 
which had been wee with Salt-water in the ſame Stotm when he two Boats were lot, and 
was heated and ſtank abominably, but was pe heartily : Fhis Boat pretended to belong to 
Padang lo that the Captain agreed wich the Maſter for tranſport to Padang giving the launch'd 
Boat to tha Acberners in lieu of their two Boats, which was all the Recompence he conſt 
then pollibly make them. Going with this Boat toward Symatra they were chaſed with a 
Milaya Pirate, who came up with them, bur ſ-Eing them ſtand co their Arms bore vp round, 
and tool away without one word, Coming near Priamen there is a Shoal upon which the 
Aalayar ran his Boat ; and when the Boat was on ground, the Engliſh: mes all leapr over Board 
to g0 to a diy Spor not far diſtant, but many had like to have been drown'd by hules in che 
Rocks, which dipt them over head and ears, but others who could Swim affiſted and got chem 
lafe :o thed:y Spor, The Captain went on ſhoar with the Yaul, and begg'd the Afliſtance of 
the Dutch Corporal, who ſent a Boat with Natives, which brought the Men all off from that 
Spot, which not long after was overflown wich the Tide , otherwiſe they muft have been 
drowned ; for the Malayar,a[ter they jumpt out, got his Boat off, and went away without ſtay. 
ing to cxp-& his Freight, for what realon we know not. Two days after they went to Padavy 
whicre being ill created, and labouring under (great Waint and Sickneſs , three loon died there. 
But it plealed God to raiſe them up there a Friend indeed, Mr. Antony Gills a Native of hdis, 
who picied theic Mileries, relieved their Wants, and (under God) faved their Lives ; whofe 
inexpreflible and almoſt inimitable Charity, extended to the Dead and Living, ſhrowding the 
one, and ſuccouring the other, which is here mention'd to his honour, and in gratitude to him. 

The remaining pare of this diſtreſſed Company gor their Paſſage to - os whereof one 
di:d by the way, and ſome remain'd horedhe -Gied, and ir is to be 


which three more ſoon 
fear'd (everal ot the reſt which ſtaid there are ſince dead, for only fix of the Company pro- 
czeded to Batavia, where, after a languiſhing Sickneſs, died one more, wiz. George Rayner , 
from which place the Commander and three more got paſſage to Exgland. Is. 

The foregoing Account is given, not only by che Commander and poor ſurviving Seamen, 
but wa#{long before the taking of any of the wicked Crew who 1un away with the Ship) wric- 
ter. from Padang in a Letter to the Owners by Mr.Robert Anby and Mr. RalphbPeck,two Gentle- 
men, who, with ſome others, were to have (aid at Borneo to have lettled a FaQtory ; which 
Letters, with two others from Mr. Nixon and Mr.Parrot at Batavia,may be ſeen at Mr. Crowches 
a Bookſeller at the Corner of Popes head-Allep in Cornbill, out of which, for Vindication of the 
Commander from the baſz: and unjuſt AſpeMons of his ill uſage of the Seamen, the Owners 
have permitted the following Paragraphs to be. printed with this Narrative. 


NOW 
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OW, bonvared Sirs, we bumbly crave your leave to 'd» our — Captain fuſ' ice, by 

acquainting you of bu particular care of the Ships Company, im reſpett to the bealzh both of their 
Soul: and Bodies ; we never failed of Morning and Evening Prayers in publick pon the Quarter Deck, 
when the Weatber would permit, our Commander daily endeat/curing to ſuppreſs all manner of Vice, and 
to encomrage Virtue. As to the bealth of their Bodies, be was as tendir «1 a Mother to any that were 
feb, daily winding the Dottor of bu charge ; and when be bad freſh Proviſions at bu ewn Table, wen'd 
ark rbe Dotfor who was fick, and always ſent them ſome. Thrſe that were in bealth be endeavoured to 


keep fo, by refrefbroy twice or thrice @ day in bad weatber with Drams. In fine, God Almighty Inows" 


our bearts that we Peak the trath ; be u the moſt religions, (ober, careful and kind Commander that we 
hrew or beard of voce, .

Mr. Samuel Nixon Chirurgeon, in his Letter to the Owners from Batavia, Now. 27th. 16g9, 
writes thus : 
I Do declate that I never ſaw in any of bis Majefy's Ships, or any other where I bave been, better 
Vittwals or Vittualling, nor never ſo much care taken, nor kindneſs ſhewn, both toward Soul and 
Body, as was by the Commander,both to well and fick; for tho" it pleaſed God to bleſs m with [2 braith- 
ful a Paſſage, that we never bad any Man lay down three days together, yet bath the Captain often 
circumvented we in ſending Broth or otber freſh Proviſions to fick Men from bis own Table, and hath 
ſundry times ordered For's to be uilPd expreſly for them only, and bath alſo ſeveral times :m the oyage 
given.of bis Fowls to the whole Ships Company, and never killd a Hogg, but a great 57t war prven 
them ; and the ſame by bis Parſnips, Carrots, Pumkins, 8c. allowing for the fice Men Wat.r prowl 
awith Fruit, Sugar «nd Spice, ſuch as [ thought fir. Inſomuch that I am ready to grove Oath, 1 bave 
beard them ſay ſundry times, that they never ſaw ſo-good Vittualling, mer a Commander jo kind and 
careſul of bis Men. 

Alſo be ſo busbanded the Brandy allowed for them that they had Drams al ways when wet, and at the 
Iurnming ont of the Watches, And the Ships Company drank all Beer until near the Soutbern 7ropick, 
and to the Eaſt ward of the Cape, aud then Beer and Water ta the wery laſt, giving the Seamen ſome- 
times flrong Beer. As for Abuſe: I never ſaw any or leſs ſtriking im any Ship where I have been, the 
whole amounting to the puniſhment of four or froe Perſons, and that for great Faults, as Thievery, SC. 


Mr. Abraham Parrore Chief-mate, in his Letter to the Owners, gives the ſame account of 
Vitthalling end Puniſhmenti, &c. additrg, That after the Seiſure of the Ship it was freely diſcourſt, 
William Griffech rhe Trempeter bad raken npon bim to have ſhot the Captain. 

And now to returns, to give fome Account of the procedure of thoſe who ran away with 
vhe Ship, taken from Three who by force were with them the whole Voyage, and gave Evi- 
dence upon Oxrth thereo?,at theirTryal, viz. Fobn Weftby, Robert Amſden,and illiam Saunder: ; 
the Captain only giving Evidence thart the Priſoners were aboard the Ship when it was run a- 
way with al. 

Afﬀeer they had ſcifſed the Ship, ani corned aſhoar the five Perſons before-mentioned , ti:ey 
faikd about 5o Leagues to Sea fron the Tfland, and then turn'd away in the Long Boat Mr.A- 
brabeom Parrot thee Chiet Mate, I/allizm Whiteſide: the Boarfwain,and Rithard Heath Armourer *, 
eo each of whom they give a Certificate ia the following words ; the Original whereot was 
produced and {ycrn to in Court, viz.

OT wilimg to winture our ſelves near any Fattory, and unwilling to keep any to breed Faf#ton 
among us, have tarncd to'Sea in th: Long-Boat 'all ſuch as were not witling to ſtay, excipt 
Jotia Weltby ro a& os Chirwgeon, 2rd Robert Am/den Carpenter, Servant, which :wo per force we 
heey ; the others, viz. Abraham Parromw, William Wphitcfi es, cre Rick arc Heoth we ferud ce) 


de aming likewiſe William Saunders. . 
FG pay. Jobn Peirce. 
obn Lloyd. Andrew Marten. 

This being done, they began to divide the Clothes and Moneys of thoſe whom they had fo 
' Teft and turn'd aſhoar, and ſome time after divided the Pieces of Eighe belonging to the Own- 
ers, weighing to each Man his Proportion by the Stillyards, which came to about Fifteen hun- 
dred Pieces of Eight a Man, 

When they came near the@baſt of New- England they agreed to deſtroy all the Journals and 
Writings aboard, which they did by putting chem into a Bagg, and finking them with Shot, 
laying, They ſbould net riſe up againſt them. 

Atter this, near to Bleck-]and, they diſperſt themſelves into ſeveral Sloops, taking with them 
their Moneys, &c. and were not contented with that, but fired five Guns through the Ships 
bottom, and ſunk her in deep Water, with the Cloath, Lead, Iron, and other Commodities a» 
board, all which, as well as the Ship, were thereby irrecoverably loſt. 

Notwichſtanding their ſeparating themſelves ito ſeveral diſtant Parts, Divine Fsſtice has pur- 
ſued them, and they have all been taken but one,who is ſuppos'd to be kill'd, and were broughe 
to their Trial on the 21/} of Fane laſt at the Old-Beily, where what they ſaid for themſelves, 
as to the Matter of Fa&, was frivolous and inconſiſtent, but endeavoured to extenuate their

Crime by charging the Commander, with Severity ind Ill uſage, from which the Court was. 


pleaſed 
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pleaſed to give the Commander an opportunity to vindicate himſelf, which he did p14 Oath 
in the manner following, to the SatisfaRtion of the Court ? Viz, 

That he was ſorry to ſez lo many Men fo remorſle(s, as to endeavour th: excufing one Villany 
by committing another, as not content to have rob'd him of his Ship and Cargo,cxpos uv him- 
ſelf and 19 mcreto thole inecxpreflible Hardihips and Milſeri:s, whereby the King loſt eiz's of 
his Subjeas by untimely death, and no more than three beſides himlelt return'd to England, of 
the 20 left on ſhoar,) but farther endeavoured to Murther his Reputation wich moſt unjuſt 
and bale Alperfions. As tor the Vietualling of his Ship, he (aid, that on Sundays, Tueſdays and 
Thurſdays they had every Mels a piece of good Beet and a Pudding of two pound and a half of 
Flower wich 4 of Suet, bzſides Butter or Cheele for Breaktaſt., That on Mondays and Fridays 
they had Pork and Peaſe , with Breakfaſt as betore : On Wedneſdays and Saturday: Fiſh and Bur- 
goo ;z and they had Burgoo tor Breakfaſt, with Butter and Sugar, on thoſe days. That they 
hail three Cans of Beer a Mcls every day cill tar b-yond che Cape of good Hope, and after that 
ewo Cans of good Beer and Water ; and when they drank Water, there was a Cask with a 
Scuttle or Hole cut ac the Bung enough to put a Cup in and drink when they pleas'd, lath'd 
filt ro the Main-maſt upon the Miin-deck, filld as often as there was occaſion. All: 
chat they had 28 pound of Biead per Week every Mels, until Fobn Lied defired the Cap- 
cain to let him put two bags of Bread about 5o pound each, ( which his Meſs alone 
had ſaved out of their Allowance) into the Bread-roum, which was done accordingly. That 
then they were at no Allowance tor a Fortnight Gr threes Weeks, but had the Bread in an open 
Ca:k in the Stcerage, to car when and what t!:cy pleagd, until they left ic greafte up and Coun 
where they eat, and then wa; retrenche ro 25 pound per Week every Mebs, and never ks by 
his order or knowledge. Allo that they had Drams Morning and Evening when fair, and as 
ot-en as the Watches was chang'd when wet, -never letting them go to their Hamocks wer 
wichouta Dram, to be ſure of which he did not ſuffer the Steward to give it them below, bur 
conſtantly his own Servant at his Round houle- door. Alfo that every Meſs had on Sundays a 
Can of itrong Bzer ; and when about the Cape in cold raw weather, they have often had, boch 
M oraing and Evening, Burgoo, and ſometimes Fowls tor the whole Ships Company., with a 
Very particular regard co all ſick Men. 

The lame Account John W-tby, Robert Amſdem , and William Saunders upon Oath con- 
firm'd ; except that Mr. W-fby and Amſden laid, they once heard or ſaw that one Meſs 
had but Sixteen pound of Bread one Week, which the Captain faid he never heard 
any Complaint of, for it he bad, he ſhould have as readily redreſt it as he did the only Com- 
plaint was ever made him of Vidtuals, which was by /#:lliam Griffeth, who breught him a 
piece of Pork very ſmall, which he order'd his Servant ta take from him, and give Gr:fetb a 
piece from his own Table in exchange for it ; the truth of which was confirm'd by the Wix- 
neſſes, and cannot he deny'd by che Prifoners themſelves , unleſs they will run the hazard of 
2oing from Man's Judgment to the moſt tremendous and eternal Judgment of God with guile. 

As for Cnaſtiſemenet , he did acknowledge that Ham Edgell and Wethere!ll had been 
puniſhed ; Egel! becauſe that he being a Quarter- Maſter, working in the Lazaretra,did break 
op2n a Box, and ſtole about a dozen pound of white Suger ; the next day the Captain de- 
manded at once all Keys of Cheſts, and did find the Sugar in his Cheſt : which Felony he 
thought fic publickly to puniſh, eſpecially in him, who being a Quarter-Maſter, might havethe 
opportunity of thz ſame Fat in Goods of far greater value, and that it might prove exempla- 
ry to the whole Ships Company. 

Edward Ham purely for the welfare of thoſe who complain againſt it, becauſe that he after 
many checks, and fome blows , continued naſty to that degree,that upon a complaint of the 
copperiſhne!s of the Peaſe, the Captain himſelf went into the Cook-room, and took off the 
ſides of the Copper a great quantity of Verdigreele , for which the Captain beat him with a 
Japan Cane,but not rothat degree as at all e&wound or break his Skin, as the Chirurgeon $s Mate, 
Mr. Weſtby confirmed upon Oath. And Witherell was beaten for ſtriking the Boatſwain of the 
Ship. And if CorreRion in ſuch Cafes be not uſed aboard Ships, no order can bz maintain'd, 
but all would cun into Contulion. 

And theſe very Menthemſfelves, ſometime after Seifure of the Ship,did ſeiſe the ſame Edward 
Ham to the Gang-way, and ſeverely beat him for the ſame C:ime.
